Ye peg to inform you that, according to a secret 
report, the so-called Central Committee of the Cormunist 
Party is plenning to orgsnise several Unernpioyed ana 
Refugees Corps in Shenghai. These Corps will be inaucureted 
in 5 districts, namely: (1) the Sastern District, (2) the 
destern District, (3) the French Concession and Yontco 
District, (4) the Central District, (5) the Chepei District 
and eeci of these Corps will consist of 1,500-versons. As 
soon ¢s the required number of persons has been secured, 
an ineusurel meeting will be held and the so-called Central 
Comnittee of the Comnunist Party will detail persons to 


lead then to the Social Bureau to ask for relief and to 


demand the issue of various kinds of relief contributions 


as well as of the funds raised from the Charity Chemoions 


Sweepstakes. Should their demands be rejected, they plan 

to surround the premises of the Bureau and create disturbences. 
Apart from instructing my subordinates to take 

precautionary measures, I hereby request you to order your 


men to do likewise.
